The county now has one full district 
court, the 199th, and also shares the 
59th District Court 
with Grayson 
County. This in essence gives Collin 
County one 
and one-half district 
courts. 
Gov Briscoe’s Omnibus Courts Bill 
will create a separate new court for 
the county and will move the 59th 


Funding Debate Set 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Legislation guaranteeing the State Departm ent of 
Highways and Transportation an additional $561 million in construction funds 
during the next two years has been scheduled for House debate next week. 
The House Calendars Committee voted Wednesday to put the bill on the agenda 
for Tuesday. Rep. Roy Blake, D-Nacogdoches, chairm an of the panel, said Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe, who declared the highway funding issue an emergency and 
requested immediate legislative action, assured him the bill will receive quick 
action in the Senate if it passes the House. 
The proposal automatically channels to the highway department three-fourths 
of the revenue from sales taxes on auto parts, tires and accessories. 
Superport Sought 


Sen. A R. Schwartz, D-Galveston, introduced legislation Wednesday to perm it 
the state to build a deepwater superport for oil tankers if efforts by a private 
group to build such a port are unsuccessful. 
Schwartz said he supports efforts by a group called Seadock to build the 
superport, and said his plan is intended only as a backup in the event Seadock is 
unable to build and operate the port. 
“ I regret that the conditions placed on Seadock by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation may prevent Seadock from proceeding,” he said. 


District Court entirely into Grayson 
County, thus providing two full-time 
courts for Collin County. 
According to Rep Hendricks, the 
Omnibus Courts

is virtually 
identical to a bill passed last session 
by both houses of the legislature. 
That bill, however, died in a last- 
minute logjam of bills in 1975. 
In a telephone interview earlier this 
week, Hendricks was on his way to 
hear the bill presented before the 
House Judicial Affairs Committee He 
said that its companion Senate Bill 
had already passed. 


“ It is my feeling that the House bill 
will come out of committee today 
(Tuesday),’’ Hendricks explained “ If 
it does, it can then be placed on the 
calendar as early as next week.’’ 
The state representative went on to 
say that the need for a new district 
court “had been kicked around by the 
(Collin County) Commissioners Court 
and it was the feeling of everyone next 
to the situation that a lot of time was 
lost by sharing a court with Grayson 
County.’’ 


He added that County Judge Nathan 
E. White Jr. “ testified in favor of this 
bill’’ when it was before the 1975 
legislature. 
Collin 
County 
now 
has 
a p ­ 
proximately 100.000 residents. Rep 
Hendricks noted that the ideal figure 


for a district court in relation to 
population is “something like 40,000 or 
50,000 people to one district court for 
the proper administration of justice, 
both criminal and civil ” 
“This puts us right in line with the 
norm or ideal,’’ he said, referring to 
the proposed addition of a second 
court. “ We will be able to handle a 
population such as we have now.” 
Hendricks explained that the State 
of Texas will pick up the majority of 
the costs for the new district court and 
that Gov. Briscoe will appoint its 
judge until one can be elected at the 
next general election. 
Collin County is already paying half 
I he salaries of the bailiff and court 
reporter for the shared 59th District 
Court, so the only county expense if 
the new court is added will be that it 
will begin paying full salaries to those 
two employees 
If the Omnibus Courts Bill passes, 
Rep Hendricks said that he could not 
set a date for when the new court 
could be operational. He said that 
Judge White and the Commissioners 
Court would set up the district court. 
Most likely, Hendricks added, the 
two district courts will share facilities 
in the sam e way that the 199th and 
59th do now. When the new courthouse 
facilites are completed in February of 
1978, both courts will have ample 
room to operate.

How high a price can the average 
Collin County family prudently pay 
for a new home these days?

The questions are pertinent at this 
time because they confront a larger

families, 
locally 
and 
elsewhere, who are in the market for 
new homes. Many of them have been 
househunting for a long tim e but have 
been unable to find suitable ones 
within their means. 
However, because incomes in the 
area have been going up and are at a 
higher level than ever, most local 
families are now in a position to pay 
more for their housing than they were 
able to in former years. 
They are finding, on the other hand, 
that the selection is small and the 
prices extremely high. Today, ac-

cording to the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board, the average price for a 
new home, bought with a conventional 
mortgage, 
has soared 
to 
$50,500 
nationally, compared with $30,000 a 
decade ago. II is out-of-sight for a 
large part of the population. 


As for the average family in Collin 
County, it is better able to cope with 
this price, however, than are families 
in many other communities. The

proximately 3.7 times the annual net 
income per household locally. 
Elsewhere in the West South Cen­ 


tral States it requires 3.9 times annual 
income. 
In some areas, no less than IO times 
annual earnings would be necessary 
Keeping pace with the rising cost of 
new homes is the cost of used ones 
The average selling price nationally. 
as of September, was $43,300 


As for the expenses involved in 
owning and operating a home, in­ 
cluding mortgage obligations, taxes, 
utilities

the 
National Assn 
of Home Builders 
reports it averaged 29 percent of take- 
homi* pay last year, up from 23 per­ 
cent in 1965. 
Despite the fact that rising costs are 
taking bigger bites out of pay en­ 
velopes. the urge to be home owners 
remains strong in Collin County.

HOUSTON (UPI) — With passage of President C arter’s 
emergency energy bill natural gas suppliers are trying to 
locate the gas and the necessary pipeline connections to 
provide energy to the chilly eastern United States. 
Separate, mostly underground pipeline networks which 
heretofore were forbidden to be linked at any point are 
being connected to facilitate movement of the gas across 
the nation. Many of the connecting pipes were laid last week 
in anticipation of the bill’spassage. 
Bob Withers, gas control m anager of the interstate 
Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line Co., said Wednesday a 
connection between Transco and the intrastate Lo-Vaca 
Gathering Co. had been completed in La Salle County 
He said another link was finished between Lo-Vaca and 
El Paso Natural Gas in West Texas and that El Paso 
Natural Gas had completed a connection with the interstate 
Northwest Pipe Line System. 
Transco operations m anager Jay McElroy said the 
Northwest system would pump gas through the El Paso 
system to the Lo-Vaca lines, and then on into the Transco 
network for routing east as far as Atlanta and Philadelphia. 


The bill approved by Congress allows interstate compa­ 
nies to buy emergency gas until August for their critical 
needs from any supplier with gas available. Under the 
legislation Carter will oversee each deal and control the 
price if he feels it necessary. 
“This new legislation will free intrastate gas which we 
previously have not been able to get,” McElroy said. “ But 
we don’t have that many connections with intrastate gas 
companies, so we are also in process of finding points to 
connect with them .” 
McElroy said IOO million cubic feet per day of natural gas 
already was flowing through a direct interstate system 
from Northwest to Transco but the new links involving El 
Paso and Lo-Vaca would allow more gas to move quicker. 
Despite the emergency legislation at least one energy 
expert says the nation is a long way from a lasting solution 
to its natural gas problems. 
Geologist George Mitchell said even if all natural gas 
price controls ended this year and massive exploration 
began, it would take IO years to eliminate intermittent shor­ 
tages.

Apply detergent on the 
stain, working until outline of the stain is removed and 
launder as usual. If it’s necessary to repeat, first apply a 
household cleaner (liquid), use a bleach safe for your 
fabrics and colors and launder. These are recommen* 
dations from two laundry laboratories. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — When I bake something that is to be sold 
at a bazaar, bake sale or benefit I include the recipe written on 
a card People like to know what is in the recipe and if they 
like the article they have the recipe to make it Goodies sell 
fast when the recipe goes along with them

old residence. If the cost of 
the new residence equals or 
exceeds the adjusted sales 
price of the old residence, 
the entire gain is deferred 
until subsequent sale of the 
new residence. 
For example, if during 
1976 you sold your residence, 
which had a cost of $25,000, 
for an adjusted sales price of 
$40,000 you would have a 
gain of $15,000. If you pur­

within the prescribed time 
limits, the entire gain would 
be postponed.

For openers, it’s been be­ 
tween 95 and 99 degrees 
every day for the past few 
weeks now and the only way 
to cool off is to spend a few 
Collins Opposes 
Union For Army 


Congressman James M. 
Collins of the Texas Third 
District said that he is 
joining with fellow members 
in sponsoring legislation to 
prohibit union organization 
of the Armed Forces. 
“ Union 
leadership 
is 
extending its power into 
fields that are beyond its 
range,’’ 
Collins 
stated, 
“President Carter won his 
victory and owes a political 
debt to organized labor. The 
campaign 
activities 
of 
COPE, the political action 
committee of the AFL-CIO, 
were openly for Carter’s 
election. 
“Now,” Collins said, “we 
have reports of union per­ 
sonnel recruiting on several 
m ilitary 
bases. 
While 
present law does not permit 
armed forces commanding 
officers to recognize and 
work with military union 
personnel, nothing in the law 
thus far prohibits the in­ 
dividual soldier from joining 
a union. 
“There is no law presently 
on the books as to whether 
the union may bargain 
collectively for that soldier,” 


Collins revealed. “This is the 
legal loophole we must close 
by making it illegal for such 
union 
representation 
to 
occur in the U.S. Armed 
Forces. 
“ The idea of m ilitary 
unionization is incredible to 
me,” he stated, “The sole 
mission of the military is the 
defense of the country— 
something that cannot be 
jeopardized by an arbitrary 
strike 
“ The possibilities are 
staggering; unions refusing 
to let soldiers make long 
marches because the con­ 
ditions are too harsh; new 
recruits out of shape because 
their shop steward argues 
against the rigors of Basic 
Training; jet fighters and 
bombers grounded until new 
contracts are negotiated by 
the union bosses. 
“ Individuals 
join 
the 
armed forces voluntarily,” 
Congressman Collins con­ 
cluded, “ and should be 
aware of the special duties 
and 
re s p o n s ib ilitie s 
associated with m ilitary 
service. This is no place for 
unions.”

just before a series of bliz­ 
zards swept through the 
area. 
Last weekend’s blizzard 
prompted President Carter 
to declare the region a 
disaster area, though the 
National Weather Service 
now cautiously forecasts 
clearer skies, at least for 
awhile 
The natural gas shortage 
has closed schools and 
businesses and has changed 
the city's life style: 
“We had a party and we’re 
dancing,” Miss Strang said. 
“ We just kept walking 
across the street and buying 


more beer ” 
“TTiere was a sharp in­ 
crease in the sales of wines 
and liquors to students from 
the college,” the clerk 
behind 
the 
counter 
of 
Danahy’s Liquor Store said. 
Mrs. Thomas Gutteridge. 
of suburban Amherst, was 
stranded since Friday in her 
home with her three children 
until the National Guard 
cleared a path Tuesday. 
“My husband has been 
stranded in Albany and 
theres no moving.” 
she 
said. “We can’t get down the 
street.” 
Kathleen Blanchard was 
able to get down her street 
but ran smack into a blizzard 
of food shortages. “ I was 
unable to get what I went for. 
They were out of both milk 
and bread and we ended up 
with substitutes.” 
She said she didn’t find 
prices unreasonable, “but 
the gas prices 
seemed 
awfully 
high.” 
Other 
residents have complained 
of being charged high prices, 
such as $2.50 for a half gallon 
of milk. 
“We had our neighbors 
across the street over and 
were playing a few card 
games,” said 
Mrs. 
Rose 
Gadew. “ T here’s nothing 
else you can do 
It’s just 
boring.” 
She 
and 
her 
husband, both out of work 
since last Wednesday, also 
were 
running 
short 
of 
money. 
The Erie County medical 
examiner’s office said 12 


persons died during the 
latest storm — victims of 
asphyxiation, exposure and 
heart attacks. 
Police were also having 
their problems with looters, 
who were hitting abandoned 


cars and stores. 
“This storm covers the 
entire spectrum of human 
response,” Police Com­ 
missioner Thomas Blair 
said. “It brought out the 
best, and worst, in people.”

Q. lf I can't use a full side, can I purchase less? 
A. Yes. Tom Thumb offers you a side of beef (or half a 
carcass, including both fore and hindquarters); a 
forequarter, or hindquarter.'

Q. What is "hanging" or gross weight?

q . How much cutting loss can you expect? 
A. Cutting loss due to bone, fat trim, shrinkage and 
such can vary from 20 to 30 percent or more. A 25 
percent cutting loss, which is not unusual, means 
that a 300 lh. side of beef would yield 225 lbs. of 
usable meat cuts. A rule of thumb for carcass beef 
is: 25% waste, 25% ground beef and stewmeat, 25% 
steaks, 25% roasts. 
Q. What part of the beef carcass do you ask for to get 
the most steaks? 
A. The hindquarter will yield more steaks but will cost 
more per pound than a forequarter. The forequar­ 
ter, on the other hand, yields a higher percent of 
roasts and ground meat.
